Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's after-final response filed October 30 th 2006 has been entered 
and made of record. 

2. Applicant has amended claim 41 . Applicant has cancelled claims 20-25 in 
the present amendment. Claims 8, 11, 36, 44, 46, 55 and 56 have been previously 
cancelled. Claims 1-7, 9, 10, 12-35, 37-43, 45, 47-54 and 57-63 are now pending. 

3. All of the above pending claims were previously allowed in the last office 
action filed August 31 st 2006. Applicant has cancelled the only rejected claims 20-25. 
Therefore the application is in condition for allowance. All of the remaining Claims 1-7, 
9, 1 0, 12-35, 37-43, 45, 47-54 and 57-63 are allowed. Reasons for allowance were 
given in the previous office action and have been repeated below for Applicant's 
convenience. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-7, 9-10, 12-19, 26-35, 37-43, 45-54 and 57-62 are allowed. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Independent 

claims 1 , 26, 41 and 48 have all been amended to include the features of: 

. . .after said determining tracked positions, determining ideal positions for 
the features in the remaining frames in the group of pictures based on the 
tracked positions, said determining ideal positions comprises, for each feature: 
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plotting its position from the first frame and its tracked positions from the 
remaining frames in an X, Y coordinate graph; and 

drawing a motion trajectory that connects a first plotted position from the 
first frame to a last plotted position from a last frame in the group of pictures, 
wherein the ideal positions are located on the motion trajectory; 

The reference to Van der Wal teaches determining idela positions of a tracked 
object or feature point and correcting for positional offset between frames, but does not 
explicitly disclose drawing a motion trajectory to connect the first and last point and all 
the ideal points. None of the other found prior art of reference teaches or fairly 
suggests these explicitly recited features. Therefore independent claims 1 , 26, 41 and 
48 are found to be allowable along with their corresponding subsequent dependent 
claims.
